Washington, August 22.—Presi- 
dent Harding’s appearance before 
the senate last month in opposition 
to passage of the soldiers’ bonus bill 
started a storm of debate in the 
senate tonight, when the shipping 
board deficiency bill was being 
considered, during which his course 
was criticised and defended. 

The discussion was started by Sen- 
ator LaFollette, republican, Wiscon- 
sin, who referred to the resolution 
introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentative Cockran, democrat, New 
York, criticising the president for 
addressing one branch of congress 
on pending legislation. 

Senator Lodge, the 
leader. called attention to the 
“yeace without victory” speech of 
former President Wilson to the sen- 
ate prior to American entrance into 
the war and his addresses later on 
the suffrage amendment,

Declaring it was not necessary, 
“either to criticise or eulogize Mr. 
Harding,” Senator Borah, repubii- 
can, Idaho, said that on the ques- 
tion of the ponus, “we surrendere 
our judgment to his dictation. If 
the president wanted a precedent 
there were plenty, he declared, add- 
ing that thie did not change the sit- 
uation. 

Mr. LaFollette assailed the pres!i- 
dent for what he described as ex- 
ecutive interference with the legis- 
lative branch of the government. 
He asserted that the president was 
brought into the debate to prevent 
passage of the bill and that his ac- 
tion was without authority under 
the constitution. 

“It were if that black page in 
the senate’s history could be de- 
stroyed and foréver forgotten,” Mr. 
LaFollette declared. *° 

“It was remarkable that alarm 
should seize the esident’s mind 
when the soldiers’ bonus bill was 
pending and appear at the senate to 
rescue the nation’s finances from 
utter destruction.” 

Lodge Upholds President, 

Mr. Lodge declared he saw “no 
reason for debarring” the resident 
from congress and Senator Knox, 
republican. Pennsylvania, inter- 
jected with: “And I see no reason 
why congress could be debarred 
from the white house, as has oc- 
curred in the past eight years.” 

Mr. Lodge also cited numerous 
eonstitutional provisions which he 
said gave the president full author- 
ity to address either branch of con- 
gresg at his pleasure, saying it 
would be impossible for the presi- 
dent to speak to both houses if only 
one were in session.

unable to understand the reason 
for it. 

Mr. Borah explained that he was 
in ful) accord with the president 
on the bonus question but that his 
criticism was aimed at the appear- 
ance of the president, whether Mr.

‘Not Prohibition, 
But Dry Fanatics’ 
Scored, Says Reed 


Washington, August 22.—Senator 
Reed, democrat, Missouri, issued a 
statement tonight saying erroneous 
reports had been circulated to the 
effect that he had attacked prohi- 
bitionists “and likened them to the 
burners of witches.” 

“T have never criticised any man 
because he is a prohibitfnist, and 
recovnize the right of every indi- 
vidual to believe in and to advo- 
cate absolute prohibition,” he gaid. 
“I stated in my speeches that the 
eighteenth amendment, being a part 
of the constitution, was binding on 
me and everybody else. J stated 
that I had made no opposition to 
the Volstead act because I recog- 
nized the fact that the eighteenth 
@mendment was the fundamental 
law of the land. 

“That is still my position. But 

the issue now before congress is 
not prohibition or anti-prohfbition. 
question now » Presented is 
whether the fourth amendment to 
the constitution, which guarantees 
the citizen against unreasonable 
eearc™ and seizures and provides 
that searches and seizures can only 
be made pursuant to a warrant 
issued by a court, shall .be nulli- 
fied by statute in so far as a stat- 
ute work that outrageous end. 
When comes to such a question 
as that I propose to stand by the 
fourth amendment.” 
‘Declaring it was idle to claim 
that- prohibition could not be en- 
forced without destroying the con- 
stitution, Senator Reed added: 

“But if we were forced to choose 
between a failure te enforce the 
prohibition law and the destruction 
of the constitution, what American 


citizen would hesitate for a mo- 
ment in deciding that the constitu- 
tion must be preserved? There are 
certain fanatics whom I did de- 
nounce and whom I now denounce 
who are Willing to destroy the. con- 
etitution in order to enforce this 
law. Men of that kind are very 
dangerous citizens.” ;

Calls For His Wite. 

His last minutes, according to 
those who tended him, were spent 
in pleading repetition of his pet 
name for hie wife. He died at 10:56 
His wife,

Building Inspector F. Joe Bishop, 
in charge of the hunt for bodies, an- 
nounced that the search would be 
resumed at daylight tomorrow by 
100 convicts from the county and 
city chaingangs. 

“We will know. pefore noon,” he 
said, “just how many bodies are in 
the. debris. We expect to find ast 
least twelve, possibly -more.-I can 
almost put my fingers on the spot 
where I believe there are two bod- 
ies.”’

To sup- 
port this contention it is said there 
was a robbery at the Wigwam hotel 
Sunday afternoon, a guest losing 
valuable jewelry. It is believed that 
the Head home was set on fire with 
the purpose of attracting guests of 
the Wigwam to the scene, giving 
the alleged robbers time to loot the 
hotel of valuable diamonds and oth- 
er jewelry. The fire at the Wig- 
wam was detected at 11 o'clock, 
about two ,yhours after the fire at 
the Head residence, and the Wig- 
wam fire was in turn followed by a 
third blaze that destroyed the Bry- 
an house, about an hour elapsing 
between the second and third blazes, 

' Bryan House Theft. 

The proprietor of the Bryan 
house, Doc Torbet, had $550 in cash 
stolen from underneath his pillow 
while he was busy arousing guests 
in the’ burning building. .

The entire side wall on Plum 
street was demolished by the ex- 
plosion and by the collapse of the 
floors. ae 

A small part of the original build- 
ing, constructed long before the 
civil war, remained intact, ‘with 
floors clinging to the side walls, 
although the ceilings had fallen. 

Flames Break Out Again. 

Firemen fought blazes form 1:35 
o’clock this morning until late in 
the afternoon.

“on account ef the so-called inef- 
ficieney of labor” during federal 
control. An amendment to strike 
out this provision, offered by Rep- 
resentative Webster, Washington, a 
republican member of the com- 
merce committee, which had favor- 
ably reported the bill, was rejected 
145 to 17. 

Another provision of the section 
which Mr. Webster failed to have 
stricken out stipulated that no 
funds shall be used in making set- 
tlements with carriere which do not 
“forever bar such carriers from set- 
ting up any further claim, right 
or demands of any kind or charac- 
ter against the United States, grow- 
ing out of or connected with the 
possession, use or operation of such 
carriers’ property by the United 
States during the period of federai 
control.”

Sentence to Prison 


An interesting decision was re- 
cently rendered by a German court 
to the effect that counterfeiters of 
Gillette safety razor blades not only 
injure foreign dealers selling the 


genuine biades, but also coinpromise 
the German reputation in foreign 
trade. The court also held that 
the word “Gillette,” even though 
the ori;*#aal Gillette patent on the 
old type Gillette razor has expired, 
is still an individual trade mark for 
the razors and biades manufactured 
by the Gillette Safety Razor com- 
pany and cannot be used by others. 

The aefendant purchased from a 
German cutlery manufacturer un- 
marked blades similar to the well- 
known Gillette blades. He then 
stamped the blades with the same 
markings as used by the Gillette 
company and enclosed them in en- 
velopes and packages exactly du- 
plicating those of the American 
company. even to the mark, “Made 
in U. S. A.” The blades, which were 
of poor quality, he sold in Germany 
and .ther countries as genuine Gill- 
ette blades. About a year ago 25- 
000 sucn blades were identified as 
counterfeits while in the customs 
house in New York. The Gillette 
company sued the importer and the 
United States district court ordered 
them destroyed. 


After iong-drawn-out proceedings 


brought by a foreign agent of the 
Gillette company and culminating 
in a criminal action, the chief cul- 
prit was brought to trial and the 
Berlin court has just rendered its 
decision, imprisoning him for one 
year and depriving him of civil 
rights for three years. His accom- 
plices were given lesser sentences.

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* TROOPS ON GUARD 
AT MURDER TRIAL 


Mount Vernon, Ky., August 22.— 
With twenty-five national guards- 
men from London and twenty spe- 
cial deputy sheriffs on guard, the 
Rock Castle county courthouse 
presented a martial appearance as 
the case of John Bailey, Jr., alleged 
slayer of Beverly White, was called 
for trial here today. Bailey's case 
wag brought here on a change of 
venue from Knox county, where the 
Slaying occurred. Approximately 
100 members of the Bailey-Lee clan 


and the Whites, opposing factions in| 


the most bitter mountain feud that 
has torn eastern Kentucky in re- 
cent years, were present for the 
opening of the trial. The troops and 
special deputies were summoned to 
keep down any possible flare up of 
the feudal spirit that in the last 
few years has caused a number of 
deaths on both sides of the moun- 
tain war and which in the last 
quarter of a century has resulted 
in possibly a score of killings. 

Judge B. J. Bethurum, who is con- 
ducting the court here, asked for 
special guards for the courtroom. 

Major James L. Dillon, in charge 
of the guardmsen, has issued warn- 
ing to the clansmen against carry- 
ing concealed weapons during the 
trial. 

The killing, for which Baily is 
to be tried, occurred on April 7 
last at Heidrick’s station near Bar- 
vourville. Bailey was with his fa- 
ther, William Bailey; a _ brother, 
James Bailey, anda a deputy sheriff 
named Perry, took to the woods but 
surrendered two days later and was 
taken to the Harlan county jail. 
Later he was transferred to Mount 
Vernon and then to Louisville and 
finally granted bail at Mount Ver- 
non. John Bailey was indicted on 
the charge of wilful murder and 
for this he is to be tried. His fa- 
ther, brother and Perry have been 
indicted on the charge of conspir- 
acy to murder Beverly White and 
their cases already are set for this 
term. 

Although the best of order is be- 
ing kept here by the state troops 
and special deputies, the White and 
Bailey-Lee clang present somewhat 
the appearance of wrestlers pre- 
paring to leap at one another. The 
Whites have made the Rock Castle 
hotel] headquarters for their adher- 
ents, while the Baileys and Lees 
are putting up at a boarding house. 
On the street one seldom sees a 
member of one clan on the same 
side with members of the other. 

When court hour approached this 
morning, according to officials, 
there was no indication of a con- 
tinuance of the case.

With addresses by R. F. Gillam 
and J. R. Bochman, Kirkwood citi-

coming. 
Appeal by Gaines. 

The appeal of President Gaines 
follows: 

“The greatest thing about the city 
charter amendment to be voted on 
on August 21 is not the increase of 
the city tax rate from $1.25 to $1.50, 
although that provision will enable 
the schools to open for the fall term 
and that is a matter of very great 
importance. But there is a pro- 
vision in the proposed amendment 
of more importance than that. 

“The representatives of the 
schools were able to get incorporat- 
ed in the amendment certain 
changes in the school sections of 
the city charter which are exceed- 
ingly advantageous to the Atlanta 
schools. They were these: The 
schools are to get 4 per cent more 
of the city’s entire revenue than 
they do now, and they are to get 
the whole of the state school fund 
and all of the non-resident tuition. 
This will mean about $550,000 per 
year for the schools, more than we 
are receiving now, which will be 
enough to méet all of their needs, 
This is a great gain. It means a 
Satisfactory and a permanent pro- 
Vision for our schools for next year, 
and the next year and for all time 
to come. For twenty years we have 
been workin for such a charter 
for our schools. The opportunity is 
here now to get it. We must not 
let it slip. 

“Suppose the amendment fails to 
Carry, what then? Where would we 
be next year? ‘We would be thrown 
back upon the old basis. We would 
be worse off than ever. Until this 
year We have had the emergency 
tax to help us. The emergency tax 
could not be ievied another year; 
for if it is invalid this year it would 
be invalid another year. So the 22 
per cent of the city’s income would 
be all that we could have to rely on. 
And as we know, that only rung our 
schools about two-thirds of the 
year. So the condition another year, 
with only 22 per cent of the city’s 
incomé and without any emergency 
tax, would be fearful to think about. 

“Let us get a good school charter 
while we can. We will have the 
chance on August 31. Let us not be 
thrown off the track by extraneous 
issues. Let us vote for the schools.” 

Unless taxpayers of Atlanta are 
willing to pay an additional 25 
cents tax on each $100 of taxable 
property 32,000 fiildren of Atlanta 
will be depriveu of half a year’s 
education this year, and the harm

It’s per- 
fectly logical for taxpayers to say 
they don’t. but when they're told 
just what it means to our children, 
to the citizens of tomorrow, I just 
can’t see how anybody could object 
to granting that extra quarter. 

“TI didn’t come out here to scare 
you, or to frighten you into passing 
this increase. I tell you when we 
pay our teachers their August sala- 
ries we'll have less than $5,000 to 
run until January 1, and it takes 
over $500,000 to do it. We just can’t 
do it, unless we get this increase. 
Nobody on earth could run a de- 
partment for $5,000 that required 
$500,000. But. if we get this in- 
crease our schools can operate, and 
we can go ahead. We can’t if we 
don’t, and that’s all there is to it.”
